Another New Comet Found | 

Another new comet, the second to| 
be discovered this mo th— has been | 
located definitel; in the constelladen 
Pisces, west of the star Omega, &c- 
cording to Prof. . F. Barnard of the; 
Yerkes Observatery at Williams Bay, | 
Wis. Prot. Barnara calls the visitor | 
a remarkable celestial body. It was} 
discovered on Sept. 6 by Neujmin, an) 
European ¢stronomer. The first com-| 
et was found by the Rev. Joel Metcalf} 
on Septembey 1. 

Prof. Barnard says that the comet 
appecrs like an asteroid, cefined by 
astronomers as a starlike body, but 
has a nebulcus appendage extending 
to the east. ‘ihis distinguishes it 
from ordinary asteroids. 

The new met will not become vis- 
ible to the naked eye, but may be seen 
through a five inch telescope. It dif- 
fers from .he Metcalf comet in being 
pericdic; that is, it will return at stat- 
ed intervals.

in the exporting provinces have 
changed considerably in 1911. In 
1909, pulpwood from private lands in 
Ontario and from all lands in Quebec 
and New Brenswick could be shipped 
to points ovtside of Canada. In that 
year, however, the province of Quebes 
issued more restrictive regulations, 
which came into force on the Ist ct 
September, 1919, prohibiting the ex- 
port of unmanufactured wood cut on 
Crown lands within the p: »vince; and 
in 1911 New Brunswick passed leg's- 
| lation to the same effect, com'ng into 
force on the first day of October of 
that year, too late to affect the 19i1 
export trade. 


Leciclation Needed 


“The effect of the Quebec legislation 
{s noticeable this year. The export 
of raw pulpwood from that provin-e 
was decreased by 142,864 cords, or 
18.8 per cent. Its domestic consum)- 
tion incrernsed by 47,671 cords, or 
nearly 14 per cent., and three new 
mills were started in acdition to 
several others under construction, In 
the other provinces taken together, 
the export of raw pulpwood increesed 
by 47,662 cords, or 29 per cent.; tho 
domestic Was increased 
or 10.2 per cent.; and
